NEW SGA REPRESENTATIVES 
FILL VACANCIES 



TORONTO (CUP) — More than 

2300 students marched ontheOnt- 

arl b Legislature demanding that 

the government put a stop to its 

policy of cut-backs In education. 

Students from 15 universities 
and community colleges travel- 
led to an OPS Rally January 21st 
to oppose the government's an-, 
nouncomont that the loan celling 
would go up to $1,000 next year 
from its present $800 level. 

They demanded the government 
reject a report which called for 
a tuition increase of G5% and even- 
tual replacing of grants in fav- 
our of loans. 

The students booed loudly as 
Harry Parrott, Minister of Col- 
legos and Universities, ration- 
alized the government's policy 
pay a component of the educ- 
ations* cost". 

He toW them they "had witn- 
essed a drop from 24 to 15 % 
in the portion of total education 
al costs students had to pay." 

He continued to the increasing 
Jeers which Interrupted him at

almost every sentence " boc- 
aus e of the economic situation 
all people of Ontario should be 
ready to make sacrifices" and 
that his government was comm- 
itted to not increasing tuition fees 
for 1070-77 but could not give 
the same guarantee for the ac- 
ademic year 1977-78, 
The opposition parties* repres- 
entatives attacked thegovernmon- 
t for mismanagementoftheecon- 

omy and both pledged thoy would 
bo against any increase in tuition 
for the next few years. 

Thoy refused to be specific; 
the NDP's James Renwicksaid 
"until there Is a serious study 
of education there should be no 
increase", while the Liberal ed- 
ucation critic James Swoeny 
said that he too was opposed to 
&:. Incroaso and " that educ- 
ation inOntarlo,unlikelntho So- 
viet Union was for th individ- 
ual as well as for th e state". 

The Ontario Federation ofStu- 
dents' spokesperson Dale Rltch, 
piesldont of York Students Cou- 
ncil, denounced tho Llberals"who 



in the recent electoral campaign 
promised that If elected they would 
cut back education even further" 
and the Conservatives, whom he 
accused of wanting to "deny all 
but the rich access to poast- 
secondary education". 

Rltch called on all people aff- 
ected by cut-backs, especially 
those in the social services 
sector, to unite in their oppos- 
ition. 

John Shortall, OFS chairperson 
reminded the students that the 
NOP had not taken a clear stand 
in favour of students and lie 
hoped they would be more pos- 
itive in the future. 

Proceeding the march, students 
had gathered in Convocation Hall 
at the University of Toronto to 
hoar speakers tell them what 
these cutbacks mean. 

Although student union repres- 
entatives have not decided on any 
action to followthedemonstratlon, 
OFS spokespersons say a pro- 
vince-wide "strike" on March 1st 
might be forthcoming.

Members of the Moratorium 
Committee also disrupted many 
of the classes that wore cont- 
inuing during the day and even- 
ing. They walked Into classes 
and asked to speak to students 
about the nature of the boycott 
and Its reason. Many informal 
discussions were begun that 
way and many classes ended. 

Letters In support of the boy- 
cott were received from the Mine-

of America, Local 0500. Both 
unions had been approached by tho 
Moratorium Committee. 

Another letter of support camo 
from the Macdonald - Cartlor 
Students' General Associat- 
ion which said that though they

That same year the U of S was 
split Into two different institutions- 
the U of Retf na and the U of Sask- 
atchewan - and the charges of 
unfair employment were continued 

against both* 
The U of S conceded tnat the 

positions of men and women 
cleaners were similar enough to 
warrant equal pay, and paid its 
women cleaners retroactive to 
July 1973, when the equal pay 
legislation was passed. 

The U of R refused to reclass- 
ify the women cleaners on 
its campus, and an invest- 
l^tion was ordered by the 
Human Rights Commission, 
It ruled that the posit- 
ions required equal pay. 

The U of R appealed this rul- 
ing, and after two years In the 
courts, lost Its appeal. 

But the court ordered the Uni- 
versity to pay equal salaries 
retroactive only to July 1974, 
meaning that equality came a year 
later for the women at the U of 
R because of the legal manoever- 
incs of the administration.

WASHINGTON (ZNS-CUP) — A 
comprehensive study on the effects 

of marijuana smoking funded by 
the United States Army has found 
that the chronic use of marijuana 

is virtually harmless. 
The Army's study, conducted at a 

cost of $382,000 toU*S. taxpayers 
uncovered only two drawbacks to 
heavy use of the weed. The res- 
earchers found that smokers who 
consumed up to 14 Joints aday sho- 
wed a slight increase In the air 
wed a slight decrease in the air 
capacity of their lungs Immediate- 
ly after smoking; and they found 
that many chronic pot- smokers 
thnded to gain weight. 

The weight-gain is believed to 
be caused by the so-called "mun- 
ctiles", whereby stoned subjects 
get hungry and head for the ice- 
box. 

The study was conducted for the 
Army by Harvard University Psy- 
chiatrist Dr. J.H. Mondelson on 
30 volunteers at McLean Hospital 



in Belmont, Massachusetts*

Hall was" speaking on "Nutrition 
FaJcery in the Food Industry- Food 
processors Contribution to Heart 
Disease and Cancer" as part or 
a nutrition lecturo series at the 
university of Waterloo. 

Hall termed nutrition labelling, 
required In tho States ami expected 
to come to Canada, "very mis- 
leading." „ , ^ 
Using a list of ave vitamins 
and minerals with tho recommend- 
ed dally allowances of each for the 
majority of adults, Hall showed 
that only 33 out of 1,000 people 
would fall into every catagory. 
"You have /ary Individual req- 
uirements for vitamins and min- 
erals," ho explained. "The rec- 
ommend*! *M7 allowances are 
absolutely assess when It comes 
to predicting you.- personal ret- 
irements." 
' Hall protocol aa advertise- 
ment which claimed that a 1 and 
1/4 ounce bag of potato chips re- 
inforced with vitamin C is more 
nourishing than a n apple. 

"Vitamins are no good n me 
basic nourishment is louj," 

Hall said. t . _ 

The U.S. government has de- 
creed that two "super" donuts 
(vitamins and miner alsadflea) i). h 

one glass of milk constitutes an 
"official meal" providing one- 
third of the daily nutritional needs, 
Hall said. It Is being sold In 
five states as part of the school 
lunch program. 

When nutritional labelling com- 
es to Canada, the Canadian con- 
sumer Is going to be completely 
bambt>u/«t>1 tfth the connivance 
of our federal government, he 
warned. Eighty percent of food 
sold In Canada is factory pro- 
cessed or "fabricated", Hall 

The effect of fabrication on 
nutritional quality Is tho loss of 
nutrients-known and unknown-- 
and tho destruction of molecular 
relationships within any natural 

food substance, Hall said. 

These relationships are crit- 
ical to tho way In which food Is 
digested, and yet their import- 
ance has notbeen stressed as much 
as that of nutrients, Hall added. 

Most chocolate products such 



as chocolate chip cookies and 
eclairs are synthetic, as well 
as the cheese in any prepared 
food— for example, macaroni and 
cheese or pizza* 



He wondered what the long-term 
effect might be of eating milk 
puddings which aro treated chem- 
ically to keep tho starch from 
breaking down. In every nat- 
ural substance there is a mech- 
anism for self-dost ruction-- ml Ik 
should go sour, bread would 
gostale, and meat would go rotten. 

"It has to be changed greatly 
if it does not," he said. 

Although the protein In soybeans 
is verv eood, processing can 
result ;|n a loss of two essential 
amino acids and several min- 
erals. 

There are no requirements 
for the synthetic product to be 
labelled if It appears In a pre- 



pared food, he added. 

Hall said the practice of stri- 
king eggs from the diet because of 
cholesterol content Is "ridic- 
ulous." 

"Whole eggs are probably the 
most nourishing food possible." 
he said. 

Referring to a chart from a 
poultry Journal, Hall pointed out 
that over the last 15 years the 
consumption of og6S has gone 
down, while tho Incidence of 
coronary heart disease has gone 

up. 

Hall added that every cell inthe 
body contains cholesterol, and 
dismissed the notion of an in- 
creased risk of heart attack due 
to eating cholesterol as "purely 
conjecture." 

People who eat a natural diet 
Hall concluded, do not get ulcers 
or cancer of the colon which 
is a major killer in Canada and

Most people probably have «Pjol«waJ«J 
last Wednesday's boycott and depending 
on what you knew about it those opinions 
are varied. In several discussions 
with students there seemed to be an 
over-riding opinion that the whole boy- 
cott hadn't worked. . 
Some felt that the fact that only a tew 
students took part In picketing and the 
study sessions was a point against 
the boycott. They contend that most 
students used the boycott as a reason 
to sleep in or catch up on homework 
from the last little while (or go to the 
^Tuesday night and not worry about 
classes the next day). Sure they re 
right but at least the people knew why 
they hadn't gone to class and obviously 
supported the motives behind the act- 

1 There was also a higher awareness on 
the part of students as to government 
policy with regards to post-secondary 
Scatlon. More people now Jow abort 
the Henderson- McKeough Report and how 
could affect accessibility to educa- 
t on. When was the last time you heard 
students getting Involved in discussions 
about government policies (besides In class) 
and trying to learn abort what the gover- 
nment's plans w»re? 
Some neoplo also complain about the 
tack of publicity we had for the boycott 
Well that little bit of publicity, whether

But there is 
every indication the Ontariogov- 
ernment is planning to substant- 
ially decrease its Investment in 
post-secondary education, and 
rationalize further the Job-train- 
ing orientation of community col- 
leges. 

The result would be the main- 
tenance of universities as training 
grounds for the silent corporate 
elite, the colleges as producersof 
the skilled labor in Increasingly 
capital-intensive industrial econ- 
omy requires, backed up by a 

large semi-skilled and unskilled 
(and probably largetyunemployed) 
labor force. 

The desired rationalization of 
Ontario's post-secondary educat- 
ional resources would not take 
place overnight. As government

"Post-secondary 'irtihtloas and 
their clients require considerable

The McKeough Report prov-

Currently the bulk of Ont- 
ario universities' financing lspeg- 
ged to enrolment. One full-time 
uiuhjrgraduate(or full-time equiv- 
alent) is worth one Basic income 
UniL(BlU) in provincial funds.

What it doesn't men- 
tion Is that such high fees (app- 
roximately $970 for universities, 
and $400 for community colleges) 
would be an effectivo financial 
barrier for a large number of 
those currently enrolled inpost- 
secondary institutions. 

For community colleges, the 
distribution of funds is not 
pegged to a BlU-style formula, 
but Is determined on the basis 
of enrolment by the college gov- 
eriiliis body, the Ontario Council 
of Regents. To rationalize 
colleges, the McKeough Report 
suggests "phasing out" prov- 



Unlv->rslty graduate studios 
have also come under the gun* 
Since 1974 an economic embargo 
has been In effect on new grad- 
uate programs. In July 1970 
then minister of Colleges and 
Universities, James Auld. told the 
COU that universities should " 
give higher priority to the finan- 
cial implications of graduate pro- 
grams"rather than"conslder- 
ations of academic quality and 
desirability*" 

The crunch came with a 
recent announcement of Iscal 
guidelines from the now 
minister of Colleges and Univer- 
sities, Harry Parrott, In which he 
slated the formal funding of 
graduate work would be suspended 
for the next two years. The 

DIU system is to bo dropped 
in favor of one which "reflects 
increase in costs but not increase 
in enrolments/' according to a 
statement from Carleton Univer- 
sity president, Micheal Oliver. 
There Is currently no inform- 
ation as to how this new method 
of financing Is to be determined, 
or whether It favors expanding 
existing graduate programs over 
starting new ones, or if It favors 
either. But for conjecture, we 
have again the McKeough Report, 
which recommends no additional 
provinclat funds for new grad- 
uate programs* 



The McKeough report recomnr 
ends tuition be Increased 05 per- 
cent, the loan portion of the 
Ontario Student Assistance Plan 
(OSAP) be raised to SI 800 while 
the grant portion be lowered and 
eventually eliminated. 

Under those conditions "it 
will not matter to most of the 
people of the province what the 
universities and colleges receive, 
the financial barriers to post- 
secondary education will be so 
high as to aga*n miCen the uni- 
versities the exclusive preserve of 
the rich," states the chairperson 
of the Ontario Federation of 
Students John Shortatl in a re- 
cent release. 

The McKeough Report estim- 
ates that $40 million annually ran 
be saved by "the first step" 
of iiereaslm; the loan and lower- 
ing the grant portion of OSAP, 
and up to $80 ml'llon by Increas- 
ing tuin*"» 63 percent.

DAMES AT SEA LOST IN STORM 



Since the 1973-74 production 
of YOU'RE A GOOD MAN, 

CHARLIE BROWN, Sudbury 
Theatre Centre has produced one 
musical show a year, as part o[ 
its seven play season. This year 
Is no exception wtth the produc- 
tion of DAMES AT SEA. 

An entortalntn tittle musical, 
which spoofs the Broadway fable 
of a little (chorus) girl making 
good and rearing the Mg tfrao^ 
as a star in the Wg city, DA.M& 
AT SSA, reaches its mark with 
little trouble. The songs are 
appropriate and utterly forget- 
table, the characters absolute 
sterotypes and the situation com- 
plately unbelievable. 

For the most part, the cast 
of this production handled the 
roles well. The rolo »f Mona 
Kent, the aging, donlneerlng, and 
fading sex-symbol, was played 
by the aging, domineering and 
farting sot-symbol, Yvonne Do 
Carlo, Miss Do Carlo, who is 
physically suited to the part, 
was unfortunately the weakest 
member of the cast, not because 
she could not handle the part 
adequate but when faced by 
five younger people on stage, as 
wetl as piano and percussion 
intent on drowning everything out, 
' there isn't much anyone can do. 
Miss De Carlos: acting range was 
rather Unllted-to show happ- 
iness, she opened her mouth, 
to show anger, she contorted her 
face most effectively. These, 
however, are the limitations of 
her role, and unlike other rev- 
iewers, 1 will not try to deter- 
mine what W3S Do Carlo and what 
was Mom Kent. Vocally, Miss 
De Carlo was lacking in power, 
a problem Wilch could have been 
solved with the employment of a 
microphone. As I have stated, 
the musicians seemed Intent on 
drowning out the songs. Do Car- 
lo's h!y;U point came early in the 
show with a vamp number per- 
il n*s m the grand piano. For 
this, the piano ltd had to be 
lowered. With De Carlo nearer to 
the audience and the piano belter 
muffled, we could tell she was 
not as bad as we had thought 
in the opening number, WALL 
STREET. 

Edda Gburek as Joan tho long 
time chorus girl (she knew Mona 
when,-} was the gem In the 
show's setting. It is diffic- 



ult to play sterotypes and make 
them believable, yet here we saw 
what made Ms. CbureV : a most 
promising actress in WW. She 
was marvelousl Barbara Baskyas 
Ruby the little girl out to ma*e 
it big on Broadway was pass- 
able. Sho handled the part well, 
but one could have the feeling 
that she was stunned by It 
all. Throughout the show she per- 
formed somewhat mechanically, 
almost if programmed. There 
was no real warmth in the 
characterization, except n her 
torch song, a touching if slight- 
ly silly lyric called RAINING IN 
MY HEART, which was ruined, 
unfortunately, by an over *eal<nis 
production number of raincoats, 
umbrellas, and choral singing, 
which tended to take over the 
songs reprise, which although with 
out benefit of the chorus, caused 
the audience to taugh when Ihorc 
should have been just the slight 
hint of a tear. The man Ruby 
was crying over was played by 
Blaine Parker, as Sailor Dick, 
although another credible per- 
former seemed detached from 
the show. During love songs, he 
seemed more Interested In look- 
ing off stage above the audience 
instead of at the girl to whom 
he was proposing. Graham Teear 
was assigned two roles- Hennessy 
the one-time big Broadway show 
producer, and the Ship captain 
who Is In love with Mona 

How can I say a show Is 
entertaining and then find num- 
erous faults with it? Stmply,I 
said the show was entertaining 
a pleasant diversion, it was not 
a great masterpiece nor a re- 
deeming theatre.- The story was 
fun, tho songs were cute and 
the cast worked welt together. 
Tho points 1 bring up are those 
little things which kept niggling 
at the back of my mind during 
the performance. If there are en- 
ough of them, It can rain a pro- 
duction. Actually this show came 
close, but there were enough good 
things In this show, especially 
Edda Gburek who seemed to make 
an appearance just before things 
really went sour, to carry the 
show off and make it ftin. If 
an audience enjoys itself then a 
show is a success. This show 
seemed to reach that status, 
but it was nothing to bury in 
a time capsule for posterity.

Dr. Gaboury uses the terms "mater- 
ialism" and "objectivity"^ Interchangeab- 
ly, and says both are passe. 

First, the terms are not synonomous. 
Materialism Is the doctrine that every- 
thing in the universe is reducible to 
matter and can be "plained in terms 
of physical laws. Objectivism is tho 
doctrine that reality Is objective (free 
from or Independent of personal feelings, 
opinions, prejudice, etc., detached; un- 
biased). . ._ 

White materialism may be passe in 
view of tho discoveries of modern phys- 
ics, objectivity and associated Ideas are 
very much alive in modern science. 

In order to bo "objective" (In the sense 
of Gaboury's article) a scientist does 
a'tompt to deal with the observable and 
tho measurable. It Is Important to have 
concrete evidence upon which to base 
conclusions, theories or models. Steps 
taken In this way may bo small ones 
but at least they are certain..

Sere is not space to do Justice to the 
research. When Perslnger leaves some 
questions unanswered concerning a psy- 
chotic woman, he Is accused of hizay 
argumentation. Yet Gaboury falls to 
note that the remark is referenced and 
that the original article contains the 
answers to his questions. I'm air aw 
I must zap him with his own critic- 
ism, he hasn't done his homework! 
The remark that Perslnger considers 
"sustained optimism, moderate euphoria... 
etc.", as psychotic is a gross misrepre- 
sentation of the facts, Perslnger and the 
original authors (French et al., Journal of 
Nervous and Mental Disease, 1915), des- 
cribe this as a feeling experienced early 
in the T.M. tralnlngof apart Icular woman. 
Later, she developed psychotic symptoms 
as she continued T.M. 

CONCLUSION 

Tho only hope tor a solutl on to the cfies- 
tlon of T.M. is for both parties to pre- 
sent tho facts that they are competent to 
orosent. in an objective manner. 
Perslnger has supplied the best analysts 
of tho science of T.M. to date. As Gab- 
oury admits, it is Porslnger's duty 
to scrutinize critically new ideas. Science 
is built step by step, and any faulty blocks 
must not become Incorporated. 
Gaboury et al. are In the best position to 
comment on tho experience itself, and the 

results achieved. 

The major source ot antagonism is that 
the T.M. movement uses science as part 
of »s sales package, which renders it vul- 
nerable to tho rigours of investigation 
associated with any scientific inquiry. 
Meditators should make sure that their 
scientific claims are solidly Justifiable, 
or they should drop them and Just go on 
deriving whatever benefits they feel they 
can from tho technique. This may be 
an entirely unrelated comment, but 1 note 
that Klauber Et. al. have dropped the 
"Science of Creatlvelatetltgence** Utlothat 
they used in earlier eorr<5spondance, 
I would be most interested to see an 
economic report done on the T.M. move- 
ment, both by tho organltatlon Itself, and by 
suitable outside sources.

Like Dr. Porstnger, there ar* elements 
of TM that Jam me off, too. The somewha. 
tasteless hustle, the wa? the W*.*n >-; 
'marketed', the laritsafenougti r*ally broad- 
minded, welt-educated teachers and tM 
resultant "take-it-or-leav-.lt" approach 
definitely insult many people who mlgM 
prefer a more subtle and less crass 
introduction Into this kind ol experience. 
Other* Ml** the omphasis Mal»rlshi 
peaces on trying to sctentiflcally demon- 
strate the positive physiological effects 
of TM, a position he takes earnest!/ 
partly because he believes he is speahwg
